sent post. 
Both ChtbJI and Mukden forces 
were ordered by the president to 
remain at the present position. 
The post of commander In chief 
of the expeditionary forces, held 
by Wu Pei-Fu was abolished and 
Wane Cheng-Ting, civil governor 
of Chlhli and General Fens Yn- 
Hsiang. Christian general now in 
control of the central authority, 
were instructed to take charge 
of the troops at Shanhaikwan. 
' In dismissing Wu Pei-Fu. the 
president appointed him'' chief 
commissioner for 
the develop- 


ment of Koko-Xor. (The Koko- 
Nor district is in northeast Til- 
bet near the fttrge salt lake of 
that name.)

He stated in general terms the sig- 


nificance of the word "Constitution, 
and them proceeded to show wherein 
the Constitution of 'tho United States 
differs from thnt of other countries, 
more particularly that of the Brit.sh 
Ijnplre. 


He said that when the Constitution 


was framed the bulwarks of it were 
already a. fundamental part of the 
British Empire. However, the differ- 
ence, lay in the fact that England had 
no governmental machinery by which 
the rights could be enforced, and the 
mechanical agencies so absolutely es- 
sential to the establishment of the 
theories of government were wholtt 
lacking- 
Until the time of the Revolution 
the American Colonies were 
independent States with no 
affiliation. Through a common inter- 
«t growing out of the knowledge that 
the rights provided for i»thfi, £n*' 
tution were denied them, by the Ene- 
li«h government,- they became affil- 
iated in a Treaty of Alliance, which 
Mr. Carter likened to the recently al- 
lied European nations.

GRAND RAPIDS, Mich.. Oct. 23.— 


Senator Robert M. La Follette in an 
address here tonight replied to critics 
who he said are contending that he 
is "destructive" and without a con- 
structive program. 


Invading Michigan again for one 


speech before 
swinging 
into New 


York and other eastern states, the in- 
dependent presidential candidate de- 
clared "the issue in this election is 
between constructive men and de- 
structive men". 
"It is between those who would 


bring in prosperity through equal op- 
portunity" he said "and those who 
would destroy it, as they have dur- 
ing the past four years by monopoly 
privilege, 
which—all but destroyed 


the industrial 
and 
the agricultural 


life of the nation." 
Declaring "it is a common saying 


of 
the 
monopoly controlled press 
that while we, 'the progressives, may 
be honest and sincere, we are de- 
structive and have no program." Mr. 
La Follette told of his campaign trip 
through Illinois, Missouri, Iowa, Min- 
nesota, South Dakota and Nebraska 
a'nd declared that these states are 
"all but bankrupt." 
"There has been no such general 


bankruptcy in sixty years. Condi- 
tions are 
appalling. A 
generation 


will be required to repair the de- 
vastating calamities that have come 
to those people under the policies for 
which the 
Republican 
and Demo- 
cratic parties have been responsible 
during the last quarter of &. century 
and especially 
during the 
last six 


years."

"The Republican party" he con- 


tinued, "claims that it alone is safe 
and sane; that it alone has a con- 
structive policy; that it alone can be 
trusted with your votes. 
"If this is four years in bankruptcy 


Is constructive, anything worse would 
be chaos". 
Contending that the movement he 


sponsorede has a "constructive pro- 
gram—a program of equal oppor- 
tunity for all and special privileges 
for none."
